Don't be too surprised when you see 
Catholic advertising on a passing 
billboard or on public bus panels 
while driving along streets in the San 


- Diego and Imperial counties. 


It is part of a bilingual media and’ 
grassroots effort of inviting Catholics 
who are not actively practicing their 
faith to “Come Home for Christmas.” 


AN OUTREACH of the San Diego 
diocesan Evangelization Program, 
directed by Augustinian Father 
Robert Gavotto, “Come Home for 
Christmas,” is an invitation to non- 
practicing Catholics to come back to 
the worshiping community. 


“Come Home for Christmas’ 
officially began at Masses Sunday, 
Nov. 18, when prayer cards and 
response sheets were distributed to 
parishioners in the 87 parishes inthe 


_ diocese. Also, a pastoral letter signed 


by Bishop Leo |. Maher and his 
auxillary, Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez, 
was read. 


Twenty billboards in English 
reading, “Come Home for Christ- 


al Hogar .. La Virgen con su Hijo te 
espera—[tu Comunidad Catolica,” 
are expected to reach more than 25 
percent of the population of San Diego 
county. 


IN IMPERIAL COUNTY, there will be 
seven billboards in English and seven 
in Spanish. In San Diego, 40 bus 
panels will carry the message in 
English, while seven will carry the 
Spanish version along city streets. 
The Evangelization Office also plans 
ads in English and Spanish in the 
Southern Cross. 


“Each Catholic in the diocese is 
invited to reach out and invite 
someone they know who has strayed 
from the church to come back,” 
explained Father Gavotto. 


But whether they contact that 
person or not, parishioners can send 
the inactive Catholics name to 
Bishop Maher on a response sheet 
and the bishop will send that persona 
letter inviting him or her back to the 
church. 


THE RESPONSE SHEET will then be 
forwarded to the parish in which that 
Catholic lives, The parish will send a 
trained visitor to that Catholic to 
extend him or her a friendly invitation 
to attend some function or activity, 
such as Mass or a special welcoming 
program. 


The visitors are not to enter into any 
discussion with the person as to why 
he or she left the church or on any 
theological matters, Father Gavotto 


explained. All such matters are to be -

card and to “personally invite any 
non-practicing Catholics you know to 
come back to the church” and to pray 
daily. the prayer on the reverse side of 
the card. 


FATHER GAVOTTO has conducted 
two training sessions for parish 
evangelization representatives on 
home visitations to non-practicing 
Catholics. 


Now it is up to the parishes to 
extend this training to those members 
who will personally invite their fellow 
Catholics back to the faith commu- 
nity. 

"Each parish is handling the 
program as it fits their own needs,’ 
said Father Gavotto. The parishes 
have received a list of proposed 
projects from the Evangelization 


_ Office, and parishes are already 


implementing some of them, he said. 


Meets Orthodox leaders 


Pope John Paul II is on a visit to 
Turkey during which he will visit 
three cities to continue unity efforts 
with the Orthodox Church. 
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ST. JAMES in Solana Beach has 
produced a brochure titled, ‘Wel- 
come to Our Family,” that has been 
mailed along with a copy of the 
bishops’ letter, the prayer card and 
response sheet to ail registered 
families in the parish. 


The brochure lists all the special 
functions in the parish during the 
holiday season, as well as regular 
Parish activities, groups and 
Organizations. 


Like St. James, St. Kieran in El 
Cajon and Our Lady of the Sacred 
Heart in San Diego, most parishes are 
conducting training sessions for 
those who want to call on non- 
practicing Catholics to invite them 
back. : 


ST. KIERAN’S held their training 
session last Tuesday and also used it 
to plan a social gathering Dec. 13 in 
the parish hall to provide inactive. 
Catholics an opportunity to get 
acquainted with the priests and 
parishioners of the parish. 


Mser. John Campion, pastor of St. 
Kieran, said the evening will serve as 
re-orientation in and an update of the 
church. “We want to show them what 
they Ve missed,” he said. 

Qur Lady of the Sacred Heart will 
hold an organization fair for those 
non-practicing Catholics referred to 
the parish. 


THE FAIR will introduce the 
newcomers to the parish activities, 
groups and organizations. Then the 
parish plans a week-long mission for 
parish and individual spiritual 
renewal. 


In the Imperial Valley, Our Lady of 
‘Guadalupe, Calexico, has distributed 
many response sheets and like other 
parishes has designated official 
greeters to welcome newcomers after 
Masses in the hall where coffee and 
donuts will be served. 


BISHOP MAHER TOLD Southern 
Cross that the “Come Home for 
Christmas” program is a means of 
fulfilling “a great hunger for God 
evidenced in our community. People 
are seeking opportunities to come 
home. This will be a means of 
welcoming them.” 


The program helps all active 
Catholics “recognize the prophetic 
mission and service of divine truth 
that is ours,’ he added. “We have a 
responsibility to teach the truth in love 
and with justice.” : 


Bishop Maher concluded, “We wish 
to welcome all non-practicing 
Catholics home to the Eucharist — the 
Summit of the sacramental life 
through which each Christian 
receives the saving power of 
redemption.”

Blessed Sacrament loses fight

SAN DIEGO—Blessed Sacrament School, which has 
been involved in a legal battle to prevent a restaurant-bar 
and a cardroom from opening within a block ofthe school, 
has apparently lost the fight. 

The California Club restaurant, 5522 El Cajon Blvd., 
recently opened for business. At the same time, one of two 
cardrooms located in the same building reopened after a 
temporary shut-down. 


BRIAN BENNETT, principal of Blessed Sacrament, said 
the school had joined with 69 residents of the surrounding 
neighborhood who signed petitions protesting the grantin 
of permits necessary to open the business. 3 

Bennett said the neighbors are worried that patrons of 
the complex will interfere with their peace and quiet. 


Blessed Sacrament’s main concern is for the safety of 


- the children who must pass the building on their way to or 


from school. 


“THE ADDED traffic will pose a real threat to students 
who walk or ride their bikes on El Cajon Boulevard,” 
Bennett said. 


He said El! Cajon is already one of the busiest streets in 
San Diego, with 40,000 cars using it every day. 

That traffic may contribute to another area problem that 
Bennett feels the cardrooms will compound— 
prostitution. 


“THERE IS already a serious vice problem on El Cajon,” 
Bennett said. “The type of people who will frequent the 
cardrooms more than likely will aggravate that problem.” 


One of the reasons area residents are worried about their 
peace and quiet is because they remember when it was

disturbed by patrons of a rock music bar that occupied 
part of the California Club building in the early 1970s. 


AT THAT time residents were successful in their efforts 
to get the bar closed down because of vandalism and 
sexual activity that took place in the streets and alleys 
around the bar and in their own neighboring yards. 


This time one cardroom was already open before the 
residents began their campaign against the restaurant-bar 
and the other cardroom. ; 


They collected signatures against the businesses and 
took the petitions to both the City Council and the 
California Department of Alcoholic Beverage Control 
(ABC). 

ON NOV. 15, however, the ABC approved the transfer of 
an on-sale general liquor license to Lawrence Berry and 
Patrick Flynn, the owners of the California Club, after they 
agreed to make some concessions. 

Those include no live entertainment or dancing on the 
premises and no pool or billiards table or any coin- 
operated amusement devices. 


The owners also agreed to the building of asix-foot wood - } 


fence around the parking lot of the California Club. 


LESLIE CASE, district administrator of the ABC, said the 
residents who contested the transfer of the liquor license 
to Berry and Flynn have 40 days from Nov. 15 to appeal the 
decision. 

“! think we will definitely appeal,” Bennett said. “It is at 
least worth the effort to exhaust all the administrative 
processes.” : 


The second cardroom is still unopened, pending a 
decision by the City Council’s Public Services and Safety 
Committee on whether to issue a permit for it.

Frustrations aired at Hispanic workshop

REDLANDS—More than 100 priests of the San 
Bernardino diocese talked, laughed, sang and prayed 
together for two days last week during a Hispanic Ministry 
workshop at El Carmelo Retreat House. i 


Yet, more than half of them left before the closing liturgy, 
some of them in disappointment, anger and frustration. 


THEY LOOKED to future sessions where they can 
reconcile hurt feelings brought about by suspicions that 
those in Hispanic ministry in the diocese were clutching a 
“hidden agenda” and fostering polarity. 


In spite of the feelings, workshop leaders called the 
gathering “a step in the right direction” towards accord in 
the handling of such problems as how to evangelize the 
undocumented Latino. : 

All seemed to agree that the following are necessary: 
communication between Hispanic and non-Hispanic 
priests and the laity, cathechetical materials in both 


Spanish and English, formation of the laity in ministries ~ 


and diocesan training for priests in the language, culture 
and strategies for reaching Hispanics. 


THE LOCAL picture was presented by Father Patrick 
Guillen, evangelization and catechesis Hispanic director; 
Sister Rosa Martha Zarate, education coordinator; Father 
Goerge Gonzales, chancellor for Hispanics and Father 
Peter Luque, vicar for Hispanics. 


They introduced lay people working in centers and 
“escuelas ministerios” (schools of ministry) in Corona, 
San Bernardino and Coachella. 


It was the “escuelas” that bore the brunt of much 


criticism. heard during the two days. because their 
programs are mono-lingual and appear to be exclusive. 

DOCUMENTS of the 1977 national pastoral meeting on 
Hispanics in Washington and the so-called “Puebla 
Documents” of the Latin-American bishops conference 
were used as a foundation for fostering a diocesan pastoral 
plan. 


The documents call for sensitive establishment of 
“comunidades de, base” (grassroots communities) as a 
means of drawing into the church’s mainstream the many 
fearful and alienated Catholic migrants, immigrants and 
undocumented from Mexico and Latin America. 


Bishop Phillip F. Straling, who. called the priests 
together, said, “The documents affect us here in the 
United States because we have a lot of Latin-American 
people.” ky 

HE ASKED the priests to consider the documents 
seriously, adding, “Latin America has gotten ahead of the 
U.S. in pastoral planning.” 


Dialogue among the priests was non-existent until five 
hours into the first day’s session. Then Father Paul Gill of 
Blythe aired his frustrations as pastor in a parish that is 45 
percent Hispanic. —

Nevertheless, | think these would be 
cheap shots Which miss the real 
problems, the real sources of the 
frustration expressed by many of the 
bishops. 


THAT FRUSTRATION, | believe, arises 
from the inadequacy of their conference 
system to provide them witha mechanism 
for exercising their collegial responsibility 
effectively and promptly. 


A good number of these bishops are 
every bit as sensitive to the real pastoral 
needs as are any of us who comment on 
their leadership. 


But in their collegial action, they have 
‘some very real obstacles. Among them: 
. @ The more specific and concrete a 
proposal, the greater the attention, the 
‘more involved the debate, e.g., the two- 


years. They are no longer the group of 
backward men “rooted in fun, foolery and 
Tridentine Catholicism” that some liberal 
Catholics called them in the recent past. 


For proof of this we need look no further 
than the organization's statistics. It 
currently has an all-time high member- 
ship of 1.3 million, and its insurance 
program is worth about $5 billion. 


THE SECRET to the Knights’ success in 
an age of declining fraternities has been 
their willingess to update themselves and 
broaden their horizons, following the lead 
provided by the Second Vatican Council. 


“Make no mistake about it: the old 
stereotype of the Knights as a society of 
cribbage players, billiards shooters and 
reactionary Catholics is dead,” says an 
article in the current issue of US Catholic. 
“This is a smooth and polished

THE STATEMENT on racism originated 
from the Call to Action meeting of 1976. 
The impact of that gathering had faded 
from the minds of many bishops when 
they were discussing this pastoral 
statement three years later. 


They have studied their conference and 
its Procedures. They have looked for ways 
of exercising their collegial leadership 
more effectively. 


Thus far, the changes’ Proposed seem ~

THERE IS A committee working on the 
ideas of a completely different kind of 
gathering, a longer session which would 
seek to recover some of the quality of 
those month-long sessions of Vatican II. 


It would focus on the central issues and 
challenges facing the church in the United 
States. It would seek to provide the kind of 
pastoral overview which was developed by 
the Latin American bishops at Puebla. 


But, Lord knows how long it will be 
before they will decide on whether and 
how such a meeting should be held.

Just recently the Knights announced 
sponsorship of a study of the religious 
attitudes and behavior of youth in North 
America. The National Opinion Research 
Center in Chicago, of which Father Andrew 
Greeley is the senior director, will be 
conducting it. 


Religious sociologists have been urging 
the bishops of the: nation for years to 
conduct this study of youth, but the 
hierarchy has never gotten around to it. 


IT FELL to the Knights of Columbus to do 
something about it. In this one project 
alone they will be making an important 
contribution to all of us in our 
understanding of the church of tomorrow. 


(Father Murphy is editor-in-chief of the 
Catholic Herald, newspaper of the 
Sacramento diocese.) 
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Arthur Burnett Benton, a well-known 
Southern California writer, was a member 
of the American Institute of Architects 
Committee on Historic Landmarks: and 
War Memorials. 


His 26-page treatise on “The California 
Mission and Its Influence Upon Pacific 
Coast Architecture,” published originally 
in the “West Coast Magazine,” was 
subsequently issued in book form. 


BENTON’S OBSERVATIONS on _ the 
missionary enterprise in California are 
worth recalling, even after the passage of 
half a century. 


In an article published by the “San 
Diego Union,” July 20, 1919, he noted that 
the early friars were “men remarkable for 
some of the best attributes of mankind. 


“Courage—that is common to all 
civilized and to many savage races. 
Piety — that was aleading characteristic of 
most of the explorers and colonizers. of 
America. Humanity—that most God-like 
of human attainments, and its rarest. 

“AND IS it not to this last that we must 
look for a logical explanation of the 
success that differentiated this colonial 
undertaking from the failures” of other 
Spanish, French and English expeditions? 


The prominent southland architect 
placed “Fray Serra and his coadjutors as 


Q: I know that sick people are excused 
from the eucharistic fast. But how sick 
does a person have to be? 


A: Canons 808 and 858, prescribing an 
absolute fast from midnight for the 
reception of Holy Communion, were 
promulgated in the Code of Canon Law. 
Beginning with Christus Dominus (1953) 
there have been a number of revisions 
with special provisions for the sick: 


“The sick, even though not confined to 
bed, can take non-alcoholic drink and true 
and proper medicines, either liquid or 
solid, without limitation of time, before 
celebrating Mass or receiving Holy 
Communion.” (Sacram Communionem, 
n. 4) 


In “Pastoral Companion,” Mathis and 
Bonner judge that “in. the present law, 
infirmity is a wide term which may be 


December 2, First Sunday of Advent. 
(Jeremiah 33:14-16; 1 Thessalonians 
3:12-4:2; Luke 21:25-28, 34-36.) 


What do we have in common with the 
Christians of ancient Thessalonica? 


The response would probably be a 
question as to who they were and what 
they believed that might be of interest to 
us. That is a reasonable response and 
deserves our consideration. 


THESSALONICA WAS a fairly important 
city in the north-eastern part of what is 
today modern Greece. It was the second 
city in Europe to be visited by Paul on his 
second missionary journey (about 49 
A.D.). A good number of its citizens 
embraced Christianity after hearing Paul 


preach to them. In his two letters to them, - 


written about a year or so later, Paul. 
expresses his profound gratitude to them 
for their faith in Jesus Christ. 


This is what he has to say to them: 
“... you became an example to all the 
believers in Macedonia and Achaia... your 


California Catholic SeeaBy Msgr. Francis J. Weber 


Serra ‘conquered’ souls 


far ahead in their altruism of the prevailing 


cruelties and bigotries of their age to rank — 


them on a parity with the advanced 
exponents of humanitarianism of this 
age.” 


Regarding the Franciscan attitude 
toward the neophytes, Benton observed 
that their feelings toward them “were not 
inspired by an uneducated enthusiasm but 
were the result of genuine conviction aiid 
affection, and to the end of Serra’s life his 
sole ambition continued to be the 
conversion and enlightenment of the 
Gentiles.” 


NOTING THAT “while the permanent 
prosperity of the California colonies was 


the result of the wise and- humane policy, » 


pursued by the Franciscan fathers toward 
the native inhabitants,” it was “the 
courage and the devotion of Fray Junipero 
Serra to nis great ideal, the conquest ofthe 
souls of the Gentiles to Christianity, which 
prevented the abandonment of the San 
Diego settlement within a few months of 
its occupation. 


“That which avarice and political 
ambition had so often failed to bring to 
successful fruition in enterprises of like 
nature in other places in America was 
accomplished by simple faith and heroic 
personal endeavor.” 


broadly interpreted to cover any physical 
ailment or disorder from severe sickness 

~ and senile debility to a bad headache, a 
cold, a bout of indigestion.” 


As further examples, these moralists 
list: colds, ulcers, diabetes, asthma, ills of 
pregnancy, insomnia, headache, high or 
low blood pressure, distressing. cough, 
rheumatism, arthritis, hay fever, the 
weakness of old age. 


In the same vein another writer, 
Regatillo, says that it is permissible to take 
an aspirin for a run-of-the-mill headache 
because the person is truly sick and 
aspirin is real medicine. (We're really in 
trouble is there is no laughter in heaven!) 


Note carefully in the second paragraph 
above the distinction between alcoholic 
drinks and medicine. The commentators 
point out that “medicine is whatever is 


faith in God has gone forth everywhere...” 
(1 Thess. 1:7-8). 


Would Paul have been able to write 
something similar about the faith of the 
church of Cincinnati, of New Orleans, of 
Honolulu? Do we have this kind of faith in 
common with those ancient Thessalon- 


. jans? 


BUT THERE IS something else that is 
special about their faith. We know about it 
from the two letters that Paul wrote to 
them. In our second reading for this 
Sunday, from the first of those two letters, 
it is mentioned, though only in passing 
here, He prays that their hearts might be 
made blameless and holy “at the coming 
of the Lord Jesus with all his holy ones.” 


The Lord’s “coming” refers to His 
second coming in glory at the end of time. 
The Greek word for it is parousia. It was a 
common belief among the early Christians 
that Jesus would come again, this time to 
mark history’s fulfillment and the 
definitive establishment of God’s 
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faith

recognized by all as truly a medicine. 


-“An_ inquiry into the nature of the 
medicine, whether or not it be alcoholic, is 
not necessary, since the law makes no 
distinction between alcoholic and ‘non- 
alcoholic medicines; both may be used. 
Hence, it is not necessary to avoid a 
medicine which contains alcohol, as long 
as it is truly and properly called a 
medicine.” ‘ 


According to the better Opinion, 
however, something like a little snort of 
brandy or other liquor, even though it may 
seem to help the illness, is not considered 
to be medicine. So much for that 
possibility! 

For both sick and healthy people, it is 
important to apply the law of the 
eucharistic fast in a reasonable manner.

What distinguished the Thessalonican 
faith in this regard was the intensity of 
their longing for the parousia. Doubtless 
this could be traced back to Paul’s own 
preaching to them, since he also shared 
that longing. But with these Christians 
some problems surfaced concerning the 
parousia. 


ONE OF THESE was their concern about 
their fellow-Christians who had died. 
Would they also share in the glory of “that. 
day”? Paul had to assure them that indeed 
they would. He also had to remind them 
that being alive or dead at the time of the 
“coming” was not the important thing. 
Rather, the bottom line of the Christian 
hope is that all would be “with the Lord 
forever.” 2 


Another problem was their conviction 
that the parousia would occur very soon, 
certainly in their own lifetime. Paul

Finally, Mathis and Bonner offer a 
considered judgment about the obligation 
of the fast: “Do the best you can to 
reasonable observe the fast. If in spite of 
your best efforts you cannot or do not, you 
need not deprive yourself of Communion 
on this account, and there is no need for 
further worry.” 


probably shared that hope (cf. 1 Thess. 
4:17), but he knew that the time of the 
coming was not essential to the Christian 
faith. Jesus Himself had said that He did 
not know the “exact day or hour” (Mark 
13:32). So Paul had to calm their ardor in 
this respect. ! 


Still, the expectation of the parousia 
remained for them and remains for us a 
very real part of the Christian faith. If we 
believe that the Son of God came in 
human flesh, then we must believe that He 
will come again. If we rejoice in that first 
coming, then we must rejoice also in the 
second. 


WE DO NOT have .to share the 
Thessalonian Christians’ expectation that 
we will witness the parousia “in the flesh.” 
But we must have in common with them 
the hope in His coming. If we have that 
hope, then we will appreciate what both 
Jesus and Paul say about “being ready.” 
Inevitably all of us, alive or dead, will meet 
the Lord. May it be a joyful reunion. 
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It seems only weeks ago that we were 
Startled to find that Christmas had come 
and gone and here we are in Advent again. 
A whole year gone almost before we 
noticed it!

SAN DIEGO —“When | entered the 
seminary, if you had told me that | 
would become a canon lawyer | would 


have laughed at you,” said Father - 


John Proctor, vice-officialis of the San 
Diego diocesan Tribunal. 


“At that time,” Father Proctor said, 


“the least popular study was canon ~ 


law. It was fess popular than floor 
sweeping or latrine cleaning.” 


HE SAID his goal was to become a 
university teacher. 


- “That's why | got a master’s degree 
in American and Hispanic literature,” 
Father Proctor said. 


What happened to turn him from 
literature to law? 


“AFTER MY ordination in 1972, | did 
Parish work at Immaculate Concep- 
tion in Colton for two-and-a-half 
years, then was transferred to Marian 
High School in Imperial Beach, where 
| began teaching,” Father Proctor 
said. 


“In 1976 the diocesan officialis, 
Msgr. Michael Higgins, asked for 
some priests to help out with the 
Tribunal. | volunteered.” 


Father Proctor became an advocate 

of the Tribunal. In 1977 Bishop Leo T. 

‘Maher asked him to attend Catholic 

University in Washington, D.C., for 
further studies in canon law. 


HE RECEIVED a baccalaureate in 
canon law in June 1978 and the 
licentiate in canon law in June 1979. 
On June 1, 1979, he was appointed 
vice-officialis of the San Diego 
diocesan Tribunal. 


“Father Proctor said the image of 
canon lawyers has changed in recent 
- years. 


“They used to be seen as stodgy 
figures,” he said. “Now they are 
perceived as the mostsliberal people 
in the church.” 


THIS HAS happened partly 
because’ of the changes in church 
procedural laws which have come 


about as a result of the Second . 


Vatican Council, according to Father 
Proctor. 


“Church procedural law has always 
been very complicated,” he said. 
“Since Vatican Il a lot of those 
complications have been eliminated.

“That has allowed us to reactivate 
our Tribunals and make them much 
more efficient.”

“We also deal with the law of the 
sacraments, church property law and 
various crimes and punishments. Our 
real interest is in educating people 
about their rights. We assist people in 
vindicating their rights.” 


FATHER PROCTOR admitted, 
however, that “98.9 percent of our 
work is marriage work.” 


“We very much consider tribunal 
work as one of the forms of the 
ministry of reconciliation,” he said. 
“Our function is to help people clarify 
their status in the church —that’s why 
they want annulments.” 


Toward that goal, Father Proctor will 
conduct two workshops for the clergy 
of the San Diego diocese on Dec. 4 
and 13. 


“WE NEED to keep the clergy 
educated about the preparation of 
nullity cases,” Father Proctor said. 
“Pastoral input at the parish level is 
really our first line of help. 


“Since it is really the parish priest 
who presents a case,” he said, “it is of 
great help to the case when that priest 
feels strongly that it has real merit.” 


Father Proctor, who is bilingual, 
said he probably hears about 10 
cases a week, including al! of the 
Spanish cases. “Of those 10, | 
probably grant seven affirmatives,” 
he said. 


Father Proctor said he believes 
Pope John Paul II is a strong supporter 
of the work done by diocesan 
Tribunals. 


“WHEN HE WAS in the United 
States, the pope very clearly excluded 
divorce as a Christian option, 
although he said- nothing about 
ministry to divorced people,” which is 
a completely different issue, 
according to Father Proctor. 

“It is clear that the pope has real 


compassion for those who find 
themselves in this tragic condition.”
